NATIONAL PLANNING COUNCIL SESSION OPENS 
Brazzaville BULLETIN QUOTIDIEN DE L'ACI in French 5 Aug 81 pp 1-7 


[Excerpt] Comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso, president of the central committee of the 
PCT [Congolese Labor Party], president of the republic, chief of state, president 

of the council of ministers, will preside tomorrow, Thursday, at 1000 hours in the 
Cinema VOG hall, at the solemn opeinirg session of the National Planning Council. 

The work of this meeting will continue until 10 August under the chairmanship of 
Comrade Louis Sylvain Goma, member of the political bureau, prime minister, head of 
government, assisted by the minister of finance, who is also a member of the political 
bureau and chief of the economics and planning department. The other members of the 
presidium are the members of the political bureau and head of the department of 
organizations, the secretary general of the CSC [Congolese Trade Union Confederation], 
and the member of the central committee and minister of public works and construction 
and minister of planning. 


1. Committee on territorial development. 

2. Committee on organization of the productive sector. 
3. Committee on improvement of living conditions. 

4. Committee on finance and related measures. 


It is anticipated that there will be 800 participants in the National Plauning 
Council meeting, which was first held in 1974 for the elaboration of the 3-year 
program.

HYDRO--CONGO PETROLEUM PRODUCTION—-The marketing seminar organized each year by the 
National Oil Prospecting and Exploitation Company (Hydro-Congo) ended Thursday 

30 July in Matoumbou, which is situated 12 km from Kinkala, the headquarters of the 
Pool region. The seminar began 27 July. During their retreat, particpants who 
came from the four branches that make up Hydro-Congo and two experts from the World 
Bank came to a number of conclusions, primarily regarding expected sales of 
petroleum products, which as presented by the marketing director are as follows: 

In 1981, 239,000 tons are to be produced, with a value of F CFA 35,799,000. In 
1982 the company predicts an 8 percent increase in production over this year, or 
266,000 tons valued at F CFA 40,071,000. Also, a projection for 1983 was presented 
showing 282,000 tons worth F CFA 42,503,000; as for prospects in 1986, the plan 
calls for 490,000 tons. We note that the next marketing seminar will be held at 
Oyo (Cuvette region) in 1982.

Algeria: cooperation with the police forces. 








United States: Foreign Military Sales (FMS) credits of $1 million in 1982 plus 
$100,000 under the IMET (International Military Education and Training) program. 


France: aid agreements are governed by the military protocol of 27 June 1977 which 
provides for the gradual reduction of French forces--4,150 men in 1978 and 3,600 
in 1980--and consolidation of all remaining forces within installations near the 
Djibouti-Ambouli Airport. These forces shall not intervene unless the Republic of 
Djibouti is subjected to foreign aggression and expressly requests such assistance. 
Under no circumstances may they participate in maintenance of law and order 
operations. These forces are to be withdrawn gradually as the training of the 
tational armed forces progresses. They are currently furnishing aid to those 
national forces in such matters as logistical support, technical assistance, 
instruction and training of officers and noncommissioned officers. In 1978, French 
military assistance in arms to Djibouti was approximately 10 million French francs. 
Total military assistance for that same year was 57 million French francs. In 
addition, the pay of French forces stationed in Djibouti in 1978 amounted to 270 
million French francs. French forces in that country at the present time include 
the following: the 13th Foreign Legion Demibrigade consisting of three companies; 
the 5th RIAOM (Joint Overseas Regiment) composed of a headquarters company, two 
AMX 13 tank companies some of which are armed with Aerospatiale SS-11 antitank 
missiles, 2 field artillery battery of 105-mm howitzers and towed 155-mm howitzers, 
an antiaircraft artillery battery equipped with 40-mm and 30-mm guns, and ten 
Mirage 3C aircraft--one of which was very recently destroyed--from the French Air 
Force's Vixen squadron. It should also be noted that the French Naval Forces Indian 
Ocean Command has substantial support facilities in Djibouti and has a naval unit 
based there. Furthermore, numerous French warships regularly put into the port of 
Djibouti. 


Oman: aid in the form of miscellaneous material, with recently 15 trucks, 15 cross- 
country [all terrain] vehicles, drilling equipment, and two tank trucks. 


FRG: cooperation with the security forces, with equipment aid including, in 1980, 
a tank truck and 11 Mercedes transport vehicles. 


It is important to note that from a general assistance standpoint, Djibouti receives 
aid also from Saudi Arabia, Persian Gulf countries, and Iraq, the latter reportedly 
having also supplied equipment to the armed forces. In addition, cooperation 
agreements have been signed with the Republic of China, the People's Republic of 
China, and South Korea.

ECONOMIC SITUATION ON 21ST ANNIVERSARY REVIEWED

THE TWENTY-FIRST anniversary of 
Ivory Coast's independence takes place at a 
particularly difficult time in the country's 
development. With pride, Ivorians will be 
reminded of the tive success of 
policies followed during the last 20 years. 
To a large extent, the success can be 
attributed to the driving force of President 
Houphouét-Boigny, still robust in spirit — 
as his recent skirmishes with the western 
commodity market will show — but less so 
in , 

Over the next two years restraint will 
have to be shown by a governing group 
which has had little reason, until recently, 
to indulge in austerity and political pati- 
ence. This ts necessary if, that is, they wish 
to enjoy the fruits of high revenue which 
beckon on an oi!-¢rcnched horizon. Politi- 
cally, the country plunges deeper into 
speculation about the succession to Presi- 
dent Houphouét-Boigny. in the meantime, 
the economy's problems which are mainly 
financial in their immediate effect on the 
livelihood of Ivorians require an image of 
stability which will attract the foreign 
investor. That is what last October's party 
congress of ‘‘change in stability” was about 
and the challenge still remains. 

The decline in coffee and cocoa prices 
has affected both the Ivorian farmer and 
the Treasury. President Houphouét- 
Boigny said recently: ‘‘Ivorian planters will 
see their revenues diminish by half this 
year. In fact receipts for cocoa exports 
have fallen from 700bn. CFA francs to 


350bn. CFA francs.” Bearing in mind that 
cocoa traditionally accounts for at least a 
third of Ivory Coast's exports, such figures 
are- worrying. The Ivorian response has 
been belligerent and led by the President 
himself. He has accused. speculators, in 
London especially, of gambling with the 
lives of Ivorian peasants. He has refused to 
accept non-Ivorian producers’ analysis of 
what constitutes the production price of 
cocoa. In the Ivorian caiculations this 
would include infrastructure that has re- 
quired considerable investment. While 
other producers are prepared to accept the 
100 cents/Ib. practical minimum which 
would be the basis of the new International 
Cocoa Agreement, the Ivorians have held 
out. But the financial pressure on the 
Ivorian Treasury has forced them to sell 
cocoa, even 170,000 tonnes of next year’s 
crop. It is being sold, generally below the 
minimum price. This year’s crop is ex- 
pected to be 400,000 tous, yet the estimates 
suggest that Ivory Coast will, because of its 
continued refusal to participate in the 
cocoa agreement, lose up to $200m. this 
year. The market, and some producers, 
believe that the Ivorians are being almost 
naive in their approach; the Ivorians have, 
however, taken an uncharacteristically 
tough stand which has been welcomed by 
the African states that regard the Ivory 
Coast as being too closely identified with 
France and Western nations in such mat- 
ters. 








To aggravate the problems, Ivory Coast 
is still importing at the same level and 
inflation is well beyond 10 per cent. It is 
now over 18 months since the minimum 
wage was raised and the government is 
going to have to dig deep when it comes up 
with the inevitable increased wage. Stir- 
rings among labour have already been 
detected. The February strike against the 
planned government cuts in salaries in the 
public enterprises was a vigorous man- 
ifestation of union reaction against a clum- 
sy government procedure. Even though if 
the government backed down on that 
occasion, labour will not remain happy for 
long under the present circumstances. Bus 
fares throughout Abidjan, for example, 
have been raised to the extent that they are 
more expensive than taxis in certain areas. 

The eventual consequence of all this has 
been a recourse to external sources of 
finance. As in 1980, a budget deficit is 
expected this year. Last year, when budget 
receipts were calculated at 610bn. CFA 
francs, the deficit was about 310bn. CFA 
‘francs. This year's receipts have been put 
at 645bn. and the deficit is expected to be 
some 230bn. CFA francs. By the end of 
1980 Ivorian external reserves had fallen to 
a deficit of 240bn. CFA francs; another 
'xalance of payments deficit is expected of 
about 180bn. CFA francs and the ratio of 
debt servicing to exports has risen to 29 per 
cent and is expected to go higher. 

After three years of budgetary austerity, 
the drop in government revenue, induced 
by the remorseless decline in commodity 
prices, has forced the government to start 
borrowing again. This can be reflected in 
the latest investment budget (BSIE) where 
in spite of its total decline as against last 
year, the proportion of contributions from 
the Caisse Autonome d'Amortissement, 
the body which has assumed control of all 
external borrowings. has risen this year 
by 11.9 per cent. Whereas last year's 
investment budget depended upon internal 
domestic revenue for 65 per cent of the 
total, this quota has now fallen to 55.8 per 
cent. In the last few months the IMF has 
stepped in — negotiations with the Ivorian 
government were carried out at the end of 


last year — with a 146bn. CFA franc line of 
credit spread over three years and this has 
been followed by a $275m. credit put 
together by Chase Manhattan and a 74bn. 
CFA franc loan from 48 European banks. 

The IMF conditions offer a fair indica- 
tion of the direction that the government 








will follow over the next few years. The 


conditions come under what is now the 
fashionable institutional heading of 
“structural readjustments”. For Ivory 
Coast this means an improved budget 
structure which is coupled with the need 
for more efficiency in allocation. While the 
revenues from Petroci, the state oi! com- 
pany, are to be integrated into the budget, 
the revenue of the Caisse de Stabilisation 
des Prix et Produits Agricoles still continue 
to be spent first rather than allocated. 

Restrictions on money supply are to be 
imposed and methods of raising internal 
Savings will be encouraged. Similarly trans- 
fers abroad have to be reduced. One of the 
more delicate subjects discussed during 
President Houphouét-Boigny’s recent visit 
to Paris was the financial aspect of foreign 
technical assistance. Ivory Coast currently 
assumes 80 per cent of the costs of 4,500 
French technical assistants. There are 
some 60,000 French nationals in Ivory 
Coast who under the fraric zone system can 
transfer savings back to France with almost 
complete freedom. The |oss to the Ivorian 
Treasury is considerable. The general prin- 
ciple of reducing government subsidies has 
not only resulted in the demolition of the 
state sector — only seven state enterprises 
out of 36 remain — but also in IMF advice 
that even the distribution system of such 
sensitive products as rice be turned over to 
private hands. On the last. issue, the 
government has yet to act. Finally, some of 
the foreign advisers to Ivory Coast would 
like to see real estate taxed more rigorous- 
ly. One shudders at the thought of the 
political reaction of those who speculate in 
land. 

The IMF measures could have been 
more stringent. But in view of the high 
revenues expected by the mid-eighties, the 
Fund took a more lenient view. Depending 
on the extent of iast year’s finds off 
Jacqueville, oil revenue could be 400- 
800bn. CFA francs by 1985. It may well be 
more than coincidenta! that whereas the 
negotiations over the sugar projects in the 
north were riddled with disastrously expen- 
sive errors, the same mistake was not made 
over the oil uelds. Astute negotiating gave 
Petroci a 60 per cent cut in the agreements 
and if the Espoir field meets projections by 
producing between three to five million 
tons by 1985, the government will be in a 
happy financial position. A word of warn- 
ing should be sounded, however, Initially, 
amortisation in the high fields near the 














shore will be self-financing, but a technical 
and financial problem emerges with the 
deeper fields. A platform costing anything 
up to half a billion dollars and the possibil- 
ity of a series of small fields rather than a 


large one raises the financial stakes sub- 
Stantially. 

The immediate future is a mixed one. 
With the current hydro-electric projects 
the government believes that in two years 
80 per cent of the country’s electricity 
requirements will be met from this source. 
The prospects for oil, in spite of the 
government’s secrecy on the issue, are 
good with at least 5m. tons in production 
by 1985. But in the meantime the IMF's 
prescription requires a 1.5 per cent growth 
rate for this year. The economic structure 
has become accustomed to growth rates of 
between 7 and 10 per cent. 

the decline in the construction 

sector will result in the loss of some 30,000 
jobs this year. Because of the fall in 
commodity prices, the government is being 
forced to. revise its cocoa programme. At a 
recent meeting of the ICCO, M. Bra 
Kanon, the Minister for Agriculture in- 
formed the audience, not without some 
bitterness, that because cocoa “no longer 
pays”, the government plans to reduce 
ion, with new plantings dropping 

from last season’s 25 ,000 hectares to 10,000 
hectares in the forthcoming season. The 
Ministry of Agriculture is also being re- 


organised to devote more land and man- . 


power to food production. The proposed 
handing over of rice distribution to private 
traders will inevitably raise the price for 
consumers, at a time when the latter can ill 
afford further rises in their costs of living. 

There are many individuals in Ivory 
Coast who would acknowledge privately 
that because of the economic difficulties 
the chauges that have been wrought in the 


political structure of the country are little. 


more than a facade; by offering some 
advantages to those who might have asked 
the most penetrating questions, President 
Houphouét-Boigny managed to draw a veil 
over the real crisis in the country. 

Ten months ago there was a lot of truth 
in that observation. Now the situation is 
more perplexing to Ivorians. The Presi- 
dent, in his desire to prevent the barriers of 
his inscrutability being broken down, has 
managed to generate rather than dampen 
speculation about his succession. Yet since 
the PDCI Congress of October, 1980, 
when he first announced that he would 


name no successor, there has been a 
change in the constitution which created a 
Vice-President and removed the right of 
succession from the Presidency of the 
National Assembly. Since then no one has 
been appointed Vice-President 

What really inatters is not so much who 
is named Vice-President, but: the condi- 


.tions under which the decision might take 


place. The President has dithe ed so long 
that he may well be on the ,« int of losing 
ihe initiative. The in-fighting among the 
next generation of potential leaders of 
Ivory Coast — the 45-50 year olds — is so 
bitter and merciless, and so much money 
has been spent by some of the candidates, 
that in the event of the President's depar- 
ture from office in the near future one 
wonders whether this élite will in fact close 
ranks 4 Ja Kenya for the sake of an image 
of stability. In the current atmosphere, the 
President will come under increasing press- 
ure from the Comité Executif of the Party 
to appoint someone, and they will be in a 
position to force a compromise on the 
President. 

Who does the President want as his 
successor? The political demise of his 
spokesman of 20 years. M. Philippe Yacé, 
has almost thrown up more problems than 
it has solved. Not only has it opened the 
way to the campaigning that is going on at 
the moment. it has also exposed the 
President himself. M. Yacé’s counsel is 
valued and still regularly taken by the 


‘President. In the last few months the view 


of M. Yacé being the tough. uncompromis- 
ing and dour member of the leadership 
(which indeed he was) has given way to the 
realisation that the President can be equal- 
ly tough. The creation of a French-trained 
rio: police (in the image of the French 
CRS), which was recently paraded on the 
campus at Abidjan’s university, is a sharp 
reminder of the point where the desire for 
change must hand over to the need for 
stability, in the President's view. 

It has also become apparent recently 
that some names that were previously 
discounted now have to be taken more 
seriously. Ministers whom everyone took 
to be mere technocrats have suddenly 
revealed an appetite for politics. This 
should not come as such a surprise for 
those who have revelled over the last five 
years in the intrigues of the same genera- 
tion of Senegalese technocrats. There is 
also a tribal factor. Will the Baoule de- 
mand one of their own as a successor to the 
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President? If so whom? M. Henri Konan 
Bedie’s name is still on every lip. His 
campaign has been vigorous and generous. 
But almost a year since his return from his 
stint with the IFC in Washington he re- 
mains the President of the National 
Assembly, a position stripped of its real 
constitutional significance. 

In wilder moments some will speculate 
about the army. They can never be dis- 
counted, though it has to be noted that 
since the last time there was trouble with 
the army in 1973, the top echelons are 
completely tied in with the leadership of 
the party and with the President. An 
interesting sidelight, though, is the 
with which the Minister of Defence, M. 
Jean Banny, is treated. Also a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Party, M. 
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‘Banny has been described as “dangerous” 


(to the interests of others with political 
ambitions) “‘because he has no faults’. 
One is struck more by the variety of 
possibilities for the political future of Ivory 
Coast. But only those who can reaq¢ into 
the mind of President Houphouét-Boigny 
— and they do not seem to exist — could 
be certain of the immediate future. His 
decision will have to consider the unhappy 
coincidence of a serious economic crisis 


‘and the arrangements for his own succes- 


sion, which he knows have to be made 
soon. So, Ivory Coast's 21st anniversary of 
independence is not so much an unres- 
trained celebration of countless statistics 
indicating success, but rather the ack- 
nowledgement of the beginnings of the end 
of an era and which prompts a sober gaze 
into the next decade.

COCOA ORGANIZATION OBSERVER STATUS~-London, August 5--Ivory Coast, which refused 
to sign the new agreement recently signed by producer and consumer countries, will 
still be able to play a part in the International Cocoa Agreement Organisation, 

it was learned here. The new agreement came into force on August 1, and on 
Monday the agreement's governing council decided to allow observer status to all 
member countries who had signed the previous international agreements of 1972

IT is easy for the Press to be accused of being wrong 
in reporting about a particular issue. Yet those who 
accuse the of either being unable to get to the 
bottom of some stories or being incompetent should 
sympathise with it at times with respect to just 
trying to find information. 

Consider the story we carried this week about 
deaths in Nakuru Prison. This story was filed by 
our Nakuru correspondent after interviewing some 
sources in Nakuru. Since the issue touched on the 

ce, prison, and medical authorities, we in 

airobi attempted to get comments from all con- 
cerned Ministries. ‘ 

The comments of one senior prisons official is typical 
of the set responses one usually gets from officialdom. He 
told us that not all the facts of our a were “true”. Yet 
he would not tell us which facts. He advised us to “ 
out research properly and find out the right position”. 

This reaction indicates that some officials assume 
that we deliberately write erroneous stories. It is possible 
to make mistakes since those who write stories are 
human. It is even easier to make those mistakes when the 
people who are custodians of that information would 
neither confirm nor deny, or say “yes’’ or “no” to our 


In this country where most of the socially relevant 
and therefore newsworthy information is basically held 
by officials, it is extremely important in our view that 
officials give information freely to the Press. To stay with 
the prison story we mentioned earlier, it was important 
that we establish clearly the facts of the story that we 
had. The information was important to the families of 
the prisoners concerned and the public at large. | 

The fact that only two or three people can speak on 
issues like this is not terribly convenient for the Press nor 
is it healthy for the dissemination of information which is 
of interest to this nation ind members of the public.

JOINT ANTI-SHIFTA CAMPAIGN--Wa jir D.C.--Mr Nicholas Mberia, and his counterpart: in 
Bandera, Somalia, Major Jibril Ali Adan, have agreed to consult their governments 
for advice on simultaneous border military operations to end the shifta menace. 
This was agreed at Wajir-Bor in Kenya, during a security meeting convened to help 
find a solution to the shifta problem along the common border. Major Jibril said 
shifta activity in North Eastern~-Province and along the common border was the 
cause of the poor relations between the two countries. He noted that the two 
countries should work out a scheme of eliminating shiftas, This would enhanc: 
mutual cooperation, he said. Major Jibril said the best way of eradicating 
bandits was through simultaneous military operations on either side of the border 
by security forces of each country. Mr Mberia said Kenya was a non-aligned country 
and did not interfere with the internal affairs of her neighbours. He added that 
Kenya did not claim any inch of land belonging to her neighbours because it 
respected the current borders as inherited from the colonial governments and which 
were recognised by the OAU and UN charters. They agreed to build police posts 
along the common border to monitor shifta activities. [Text] [Nairobi THE

ELECTRONIC PACT WITH INDIA--An agreement has been signed between Kenya's Ministry 
of Industry and the Electronic Trade and Technology Development Corporation of 
India which is responsible for the overall development of the electronics industry 
in India. This comes out of the mutual exchange visits by the Presidents of the 
two countries, followed by the recent high-powered Indian delegation which held 
discussions with Kenyan officials on mutual technical cooperation, exchange and 
assistance. During the signing ceremony at the Ministry's Headquarters, the 
Permanent Secretary in the Ministry of Industry, Mr F.N. Ondieki, said the 
electronic industry in India was quite advanced and produced simple electronic 
materials to the most sophisticated and advanced systems for its domestic use as 
well as for export. The managing director of the Electronics Trade and Technology 
Development Corporation said the Indian technology was "appropriate" for the 
developing countries. He said it would not be difficult to transfer to other 
developing countries. The project to be started under the agreement will raise 
the standard of living as it will generate increased employment opportunities by 
reducing cost on locally made products for internal use as well as exports. It 
was noted that the Kenya Government attaches great importance to the development 
of the electronics industry in the 1978-83 development plan such as establishing 
of an Electronic Development Centre (Kenya Electronics Development Centre--Kerdec )

for testing, research and development of electronic components and equipment for 
the local industry.

PRIVATE BUSINESS TAKES OVER HOTEL UNITS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 10 Aug 81 p 2 


[Text] A total of 70 hotel units in the city of Maputo that have been under the 
provincial department of hotel management and a number of others controlled by 
administrative committees which had been taken over by the state will Le transferred 
to private business until the end of October. 


According to information from a CIT [Information and Tourist Center] source, the 
process has already begun. At least seven units are already under definite owner- 
ship and only final approval is awaited, which should come next week. 


This transferral activity will be carried out under the supervision of two commis- 
sions, one in charge of liquidating and the other of appraisal activities. 


Constituted by representatives from the CIT national directorate, the Bank of 
Mozambique, the Ministries of Justice, Security and Finance, the commission in 

charge of liquidating activities will carry out the verification, transaction and 
qualification of the units and will prepare proposals for the liquidation of hotel 
units and similar ones. It is projected that at least nine units will be transferred 
each week, 


The appraisal cormission, which is constituted by the same structures, will issue 
the "final judgment," according to previously defined priorities and each candidate's 
purchasing power. 


The same CIT source disclosed that the funds received from the sale of the hotel 
units will be used to liquidate debts to the Ministry of Finance which had been 
contracted after these units had been abandoned and up to the intervention of the 
state. 


The CIT has already prepared a list of the responsibilities of owners of restaurants 
that have been transferred so far. This list also includes a number of guidelines 
for the operation of the hotel units, work methods, maintenance and health regula- 
tions, as well as management. 


The list will be presented to the new owners prior to the opening of the units and 
a 6-month time limit will be established for the rehabilitation of the unit and the 
implementation of the program established. In case obligations and guidelines 

are not carried out, lack of any justification will entail loss of ownership 

with no right to an indemnification.

SHORTAGE OF POWDERED MILK, BABY FORMULA AFFECTS MAPUTO 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 13 Aug 81 p 8 
{Article by Leandro Paul: "The Crisis of Powered Milk"! 


[Text] Maputo has mot had any milk for the past 2 months. Mothers were taken by 
surp' se and have been desperate. Water with sugar and fresh milk were used as 
alternatives. Pharmacists and businessmen say that quantities have been insufficient 
and were rapidly exhausted. Meanwhile, of course, a good number of cans were also 
sold from the back of the store. 


However, Maputo will.«get powdered milk and baby formula next week. Pregnant women, 
mothers of newborns and long-suffering fathers have been scouring the capital for 

2 months in a persistent search for these products. Newborn babies, whose mothers 
cannot nurse them, have been fed only tea with sugar or fresh milk. 


A number of mothers have come to our newspaper to register their protests. Others 
have been writing letters to the editor, complaining about the lack of powdered 
milk on the market. One of the mothers did not know whether to believe what she 
was told: that the department in charge of imports has not been importing powdered 
milk so that mothers are compelled to nurse their babies. "But I have no milk, how 
can I nurse?" Alice Sitoi asked with irritation. 


Pharmacies, cooperatives and stores always give the same reply to inquiries: "We 
received powdered milk and formula in May and June. We allowed customers only two 
small or one large can of powdered milk each. We cannot sell more, because the 
quantities that arrived were very limited." 


Next week, however, cans of powdered milk and formula will be available. Orders 
came in on 27 July, and on 3, 8 and 10 August. 


Nutritionists offered some alternatives to be used in an emergency: ‘Meanwhile, 

we advise you to use mother's milk as healthier and more nutritious.” For children 
less than 2 months old, mix one cup of fresh milk and one cup of water; boil it for 
a few minutes and when lukewarm, add a spoonful of sugar and feed it to the baby. 
For children between 2 and 6 months of age, the procedure is the same, adding two 
spoonfuls of fresh milk and one of water. 


Children over 6 months can drink boiled fresh milk.

OIL FIRM ALLEGEDLY FUNDS PARTY OPPOSED TO TURNHALLE ALLIANCE 
Windhoek REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaans 23 Jul 81 pp 1, 3

[Text] Yesterday the REPUBLIKEIN revealed from Houston, Texas, the involvement of 
an American oil firm FOSTI (Fuel Oil and Terminaling Incorporated) in the creation 
of a political front in opposition to the Democratic Turnhalle Alliance (DTA). 


The individual involved is the notorious Jack Summers who is viewed as an "expert 
on South-West Africa," According to FBI agent Raymond Fiveash the FBI in America 
is investigating about 250 fraud charges against Summers. His business deals are 
also under investigation by the Securities and Exchange Commission in the United 

States. 


There was already secrecy surrounding the creation of the Namibia National Democratic 
‘Coalition (NNDC) that was set up earlier this year as an opposition party to the 
DTA. 


After a top official of an oil firm in the United States, Fuel Oil and Terminaling 
Incorperated (FOSTI) was confronted by the REPUBLIKEIN with that firm's involve— 
‘ment in the Rehoboth National Investment Company (Pty.), Ltd., Mr Steven S. 
Knollenberg acknowledged that he and Ms Nancy Hulston, vice-president of FOSTI 

in America, had helped found the NNDC along with Mr Johannes Karuaihe, Mr Hans 
Diergaardt, Mr A.J.F. Kloppers and Mr Boela Freygang. 


The head of FOSTI's international department, Mr Knollenberg, yesterday revealed 
that Rehoboth National Investment Company (RENIC) is a front for funneling funds 
for the intended coalition. 


Basterland headman Hans Diergaardt also admitted later in an interview with the 
REPUBLIKEIN that FOSTI was by this time supposed to have transferred funds to the 
coalition. According to the headman, however, this had not yet come about because 
a bank account still had not been opened. 


The REPUBLIKEIN checked this out and to date no account has been opened with 
Barclays Bank of Ausspannplatz--the branch where the account was supposed to have 
been opened--for RENIC or the alliance. 
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Th.s disclosure came shortly after NNDC chairman Johannes Karuaihe left for Houston, 
“exas, where he is to receive medical treatment. 


According to Knollenberg the oil firm is represented in New York by two "experts 
on South-West Africa," Jack Summers for whom a warrant has been issued in SWA, 
and "Prof" Mburumba Kerina (Getzen), who needs no further introduction. 


"Mr Kerina is head of FOSTI in New York and Summers is second in command." 


Kerina's secretary, one Dallas Boesendahl, said yesterday that Kerina and Summers 
are in Paris, France, to contact individuals interested in projects that will be 
jointly carried out by FOSTI and RENIC. 


Yesterday Kerina and Summers were no longer lodged in the San Regis hotel. According 
to a hotel employee the two were already on their way to New York yesterday where 
they will be joined by Karuaihe on the 27th of this month. 


Knollenberg also cast some light on what is expected from the coalition in exchange 
for the financial support that FOSTI is providing to the coalition and RENIC. 


"Every quarter FOSTI will make about R128,000 available to the coalition. Any 
party joining the coalition will be $5,000 richer and will engage in joint projects 
of various sorts in Rehoboth and Hereroland. 


"Money that FOSTI transfers to tle Rehoboth National Investment Company (RENIC), 
will be used for a variety of projects. 


"Our top priority is a search for minerals. Next in order we will consider a 
casino, then a motel complex, a glass works, a cement factory, and a large shopping 
center." 


Yesterday Diergaardt also confirmed that the first phase of the plan is under way. 


"Two vehicles designed for exploration activities were shipped a month ago from the 
United States to SWA. Meanwhile, two geologists, one for Basterland and one for 
Hereroland, will soon be here from America. 


"The vehicles aren't here yet, but they are expected shortly," the Baster headman 
declared yesterday morning. 


The REPUBLIKEIN can also disclose that in 1977 Knollenberg was co-chairman of the 
Kudu foundation. He admitted this and said the coalition will cooperate with 

FOSTI to revive the Kudu foundation. "We are now in the process of trying to set 
up scholarships for Southwesterns to pursue their studies in the United States." 


Yesterday the headman of Rehoboth said he couldn't care less who is in the "setup" 
with him. "No one orders me around." When the headman was told of the activities 
of Summers and Kerina he declared he was unware of them. "But I couldn't care 
less." 
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The chairman of the coalition, Johannes Karuaihe, at first denied knowing Knollenberg 
or Summers' involvement. 


"So I do know them. What do you plan to do now about it? Let me alone, I'm leaving. 
I am a sick man," said Karuaihe before his departure. 


It is very revealing that the colored party has been dropped from the top leader- 
ship of RENIC. The colored and Baster parties in the coalition moreover occupy 
all the least significant positions in the coalition, while in the various ethnic 
elections they could pull in considerably more than Karuaihe's 400 votes. 


Also revealing is the fact that many of Karuaihe's and Uazuakuani's family members 
are on the board of directors. 


In regard to representation on RENIC's board, Diergaardt said that the Liberal 
Party's Kloppers was dropped since he was not present in Athens. "If he buys a 
hundred shares and files a petition, the doors are open." 


In his capacity as secretary general, Kloppers was unwilling to comment on the FOSTI 
connection. 


"You know what the procedure is. Get in touch with Diergaardt or Karuaihe. If 
they are prepared, they can authorize me to issue a statement to the press. Other- 
wide I have nothing to declare." 


Kloppers also urged the REPUBLIKEIN to keep its nose out of matters that didn't 
involve the newspaper.

EQUAL RIGHTS FOR LUEDERITZ--"What is proposed for Luederitz is being done for 
Walvis Bay," reads a strongly worded press statement from the Luederitz Bay Founda- 
tion. When the REPUBLIKEIN last week reported that the South African administra- 
tion will pump "life into Walvis Bay," the Luederitz Bay Foundation made a fresh 
appeal to the SWA/Namibia authorities to furnish the same support for industrialists 
in Luederitz, to wit: subsidized interest for loans for land, buildings and assets; 
tax breaks on industrial investments; a rail-freight rebate on transportation 

of products manufactred in Luederitz and shipped from there; housing loans for 
prospective buyers; tender price preferences on government tenders. "At least 
furnish comparable treatment for the country's harbor and mother-town," is the 
Foundation's request. The Foundation believes that such support will make little 
or no difference in government revenue since the port city's current situation in 
any event contributes only minimally to government revenue. "Over the long term 
such concessions can only benefit the economy of the country since by means of them 
foreign capital is also attracted," the statement goes on to state. South Africa's 
administration is presently providing assistance to Walvis Bay along lines that 
long ago had been proposed for SWA/Namibia's own lone port city. The chairman of 
the foundation's regional committee, Anton Lubowski, issued the statement Friday.

BROWN PARTIES MERGER--The leadership of the Rehoboth-liberator's party and the 
Rehoboth Democratic Party resolved on Saturday to merge. Both parties are currently 
represented on the Rehoboth People's Council (RDP).

IMPORTANCE OF 'VIABLE’ LOCAL GOVERNMENTS NOTED

[Text] Issues related to local government have always generated a lot of interest 
among Nigerians from time immemorial. This is because the local government, being 
the government of the grassroots level, has tremendous impact and infiuence on the 
general life pattern of the people. It is also directly related to the overall 
developmental process, especially for the rural population. 


It goes without saying that whoever is genuinely interested in the systematic 

and even development of the nation must of necessity pay attention to the steady 
growth of viable local governments. This is what prompted the former military 
administration in the country to embark on the popularly acclaimed reforms of 

1976, which were eventually passed on to the present administration. Also, for the 
first time ever, the system of local government has been enshrined in our constitu- 
tion as the third tier of government, thereby consolidating its existence and role 
in the presidential system of administration. 


Since the advent of the second republic about 23 months ago, the majority of the 
people of this country have been watching with keen interest to see what the new 
administration can do to improve upon the pattern of reforms of the local govern- 
ment system which was adopted in 1976 under the military regime. However, while 
some states’ have been experimenting with the existing system, others have embarked 
on sweeping modifications and reforms. In embarking on these reforms, there was 
no agreement by the states as to how the 1976 guidelines could be varied and 
modified. Besides, the creation of more lccal governments in the country has 
far-reaching constitutional implications affecting not only the lives of the 
people but other imoortant national issues. These include the powers of the new 
local governnents, election of chief executives, demarcation of constituencies by 
FEDECO [Federal Electoral Commission] for purposes of elections to national and 
State assemblies, as well as revenue allocation. 


As all these issues affect the three levels of government--that is, federal, state 
and local governments--the need for a coordinated approach to the creation of new 
local governments has become more pronounced. The nation cannot afford to revert 
to the pre-1976 confused and uncoordinated arrangements whereby existing states 
carried out reforms of their local government systems. The end product was that 
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instead of enhancing the powers and effectiveness of local administration, many 
of them were unable to satisfy virtually all the needs of their people. In most 
cases, local governments became mere pawns and agencies of state administration 
at the disposal of state governments instead of functioning as governments in 
their own right. 


Even now, as more local governments are being created, intense pressure is being 
mounted on the state governments by villages, towns, clans and communities for 
separate local governments. On some occasions, such demands have led to open 
confrontation between communities. If the present hazardous trend continues the 
nation might end up having many local governments that are politically inexpedient, 
economically inept and resourcefully unviable to carry out constitutionally assigned 
functions. This is why the initiative of the federal government in convening the 
two special conferences of commissioners responsible for local government matters 

to look into the issue must be regarded as appropriate and timely. 


The response of all the states to the two special conferences is a clear indication 
that they are as concerned as the federal government to settle the issue once and 

for all in the overall interest of the nation. It is necessary for all states to 

work toward the evolution of guidelines of national applicability with minor 
variations arising from peculiar circumstances.

ASSASSINATION ATTEMPT ON BORNO LEADER FOILED 
AB121239 Lagos NAN in English 1224 GMT 12 Aug 81 


(Text] Miaduguri, 12 Aug (NAN)--An alleged assassination attempt on the life of 
the majority leader in the Borno State, Alhaji Shugaba Darma, has been foiled by 
sécurity guards at his residence in Maiduguri. 


This was disclosed by the administrative secretary of the Borno State branch of 
the Great Nigeria People’s Party (GNPP), Malam Ahmed Usman, to newsmen here 
yesterday. 


Malam Ahmed said that the would-be assassin, Muhammed Hassan, came to Alhaji 
Shugaba's residence last Wednesday at about 11:30 pm and demanded to see him but 
was denied entry by the security guards because it was too late in the night. 


In the ensuing confusion, Malam Ahmed explained, the would-be assassin pulled out 
a dagger and threatened to kill anybody who would stop him from entering the house. 


The assailant was over-powered by the guards and handed over to the police in 
Maiduguri, Malam Ahmed explained. 


Alhaji Shugaba Darman, who was present at the news conference, confirmed the story. 


Contacted, the divisional police officer in charge of the Lamisula police station, 
Mr Abdclrasheed A. Fadeyi, confirmed the story. 


Mr Fadayi said that the suspect claimed to have formally been in the employment of 
Alhaji Shugaba as a security guard and had gone to Alhaji Shugaba's house merely 


to greet his former employer. Mr Fadeyi said that the real motive of the suspect 
was yet to be ascertained through investigation.

Janeiro this past week. For Brazil to penetrate the African market to the extent 
it deserves, perhaps African states may expect Brazil to reciprocate in a manner 
consonant with its historic links with Africa, Mr Mgbokwere said. Brazil has 
definitely shown understanding to African sensitivities over South Africa and 
apartheid, the Nigerian ambassador said. "African states expect Brazil not only 

to condemn apartheid but also to join hands with them to eliminate the inhuman 
practices of that system."" Mr Mgbokwere noted that South Africa was one of the few 
African countries that had a favorable trade balance with Brazil.

EDF LOAN TO DAM ROAD 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 31 Jul 81 p 3 


[Text] The European Development Fund [EDF] has just accorded a F CFA 4.5 billion 
loan for the construction of the access road for the future Manantali dam. 

The financing contract was signed Wednedsay by Robert Dellere, for the representative 
in Senegal of the Commission of the European Economic Communities, and Mokhtar Ould 
Haiba, the High Commissioner for the Senegal River Development Organization (OMVS), 
for the three states involved in the project. The financing will completely cover 
the [cost of the] construction of this 87-km long laterite causeway which is to link 
the Mahina railroad station on the Dakar-Bamako line with the future Manantali dam 
on the Bafing river. | 


The special loan, approved by the EDF for the regional program, goes for 40 years and 
features a 10-year grace period ard an annual interest rate of 1 percent. 


The proceeds are divided as follows: 


Senegal: 2.1 billion' Mauriania: 750 million; and Mali: 650 million. The plans 
take into account the work entrusted to the Senegalese Industrial Company, and the 
inspection of the work, which will be carried out by the Rhein Ruhr research bureau. 
The work already started last month, and is supposed to take 15 months to complete. 
One must recall that the EEC already financed the study for the construction of this 
road, and that this financing is its second contribution under the Lome Conventions 
toward the development of the Senegal River under the aegis of the OMVS. 


The Fund's contribution amounts to some F CFA 22.5 billion, or about 10 percent of 
the estimated cost of the infrastructure planned for the envisioned development of 
the valley of the Senegal River. 


It is anticipated that ultimately the Fund will take care of part of the civil 
engineering work on the Diama and Manantali dams.

SOWETO CIVIC GUARD PROPOSAL--The Soweto Council has been asked by the Department 
of Co-operation and Development to form a civic guard to maintain law and order in 
the townships and to establish tribunals to deal with disputes among the residents. 
"I think it is a good idea." said Mr Hanyane, chairman of the seven-man committee 
elected to advise the council on the matter. “If a civic guard can be formed, law 
abiding and defenceless residents will be protected from hoodlums.

[Text] The well-known leader of the citizens of South Africa, Joe Gcabi of the ANC, 
was killed last week in the city of Salisbury, Zimbabwe as a result of being shot 
by unkncwn persons. 


Although the perpetrators of this crime were not recognized quickly, the report of 
the Government of Zimbabwe which was issued concerning this killing said: "The 
government believes that this murderous deed was done by representatives of the 
racist Government of South Africa." 


We join with the report of the Government of Zimbabwe in saying that the murder of 
Gcabi is another crime of the Boors perpetrated against the citizens of South Africa 
who are fighting to liberate their country from colonialism and fascism. Because, 
who else would want to kill a citizen of South Africa who is fighting for freedom 
and justice if not the Boors who are withholding this freedom and justice? 


The evil hand of the Boors has done its work again. Gcabi has joined many other 
citizens of South Africa who have lost their lives in the deliberate murders perpe- 
trated by the oppressive government of Pretoria. 


The murder last week in Salisbury was not a new or unique incident. It was a

NEIGHBORS ASKED TO HELP CONTROL ARMS SMUGGLING

[Text] Lagos, July 18--Togo has asked its neighbours to work effectively with it 
to combat arms smuggling in the region, according to a statement issued here 
Friday by the Togolese embassy. 


It was responding to Nigerian press reports calling Lome, Togo's capital, one of 
the main points for illegal importation of weapons into Nigeria. 


The Embassy said its Government was trying to dismantle all arms trafficking 
networks operating into Togo itself or aimed atother African countries, and had 
set up a special squad to detect any attempts to use Togo as "transit station for 
the merchants of death," 


The Embassy referred to subversion encouraged by "international imperialism" and 
said the arms smuggling was one of the links in an international mercenary move- 
ment. 


The Embassy reported three cases this year relating to Nigeria when suspected arms 
smugglers were caught in Togo. In April three Ghanaians we arrested at the border 
with five revolvers on their way into Nigeria. In May, a Nigerian was caught by 
border police in a similar incident. 


In the first two weeks of last month, the Embassy went on, three more Nigerians 


were picked up at Lome airport as they were allegedly trying to get 119 himting 
rifles and some 200,000 cartridges into Nigeria. (AFP)

"WEST AFRICA’ REVIEWS PROGRESS UNDER ZERBO REGIME

MILITARY CONTROL and order con- 
tinue to manifest themselves in the life of 
Upper Volta, most particularly in the 
capital city. But eight months after the 
coup that brought the Military Committee 
to power, there are now a few worrying 
signs that all is not as well structured 
underneath this surface of well-regulated 
rule. Decisions seem to be being prepared 
for the sake of immediate achievement 
rather than for reasons of long term econo- 
mic viability. 

The Military determination to run Up- 
per Volta along more orderly lines has 
been most vividly illustrated in the trans- 
formation of Ouagadougou over the last 
few months. Most crossroads in the town 
have been kitted out with a set of traffic 
lights, and several new one way streets 
have been introduced. This has already 
resulted in a sharp fall in the number of 
road accidents in the city. 


The weekend of 27/28 June saw a clean- 
up Ouagadougou campaign. Teeshirts 


were produced with the Motto ‘“Ouaga- 
dougou: Une ville propre’’ emblazoned 
across them, and the city’s traders were 
encouraged to loan lorries and drivers to 
the campaign so that the refuse could be 
collected. Teams of people cleaned up 
their own streets and the President, Col- 
onel Zerbo, was featured in the national 
newspaper the next day out inspecting the 
work.

Perhaps the most distressing part of this 
face-lift has been the police shooting on 
sight any animals out in the streets and not 
tied up in people's courtyards. Clearly, 
action of some kind was called for, since 
the never-ending stream of pigs, sheep, 
goats and dogs that used to roam the 
streets was the cause of many accidents. 
However, the howls and whines of wound- 
ed animals, combined with the sight of 
pick-up trucks piled high with the dead 
bodies has been most unpleasant. So too 
has been the thought of armed policemen 
prowling the streets of Ouagadougou as 
hunters. 


Interestingly enough, the Mayor of 
Ouagadougou, André Diallo, was in power 
before the coup and even before the 
country’s legislative elections in 1978 and 
has never before displayed this amount of 
authoritarian interest: it would seem that 
successful Military pressure has been put 
on him to smarten up his city. 


Bars remain more or less closed around 
the country during working hours, and the 
only place you can buy a cold beer now 
during the day in Ouagadougou is funnily 
enough in the new Army Supermarket. As 
if to reinforce this position, the Council of 
Ministers recently turned down proposals 
for two new breweries in the country. 


Following this display of power, further 
control of the country’s activities has been 
achieved simply because of people anti-

cipating what the Military will control next 
and then taking the necessary precautions. 
This has been the case with grain prices, 
which this year have remained lower than 
usual. Traders thought that the price would 
be regulated by the government, and 
consequently they did not buy up their 
usual large stocks for resale later in the 
year. House rents, too, have more or less 
stabilised after their vicious increases of 
recent years: again, owners have been 
expecting penalties to be announced 
against those charging the highest prices, 
and nobody has wanted to be seen in the 
forefront. 


The Military Committee plan to consoli- 
date this hold with the introduction of 
compulsory military service, announced by 
the President in his important May Day 
speech: ‘Every citizen must feel concerned 
by our defence problems. . . Our plans for 
national defence are conceived as a perma- 
nent mobilisation of all the people”. 
Although space does not yet permit every- 
body eligible to do their military service 
“this problem will be studied.” 


However, underneath this surface air of 


confidence and orderly Military planning. 
the government feels itself under pressure 
to produce concrete results. Consequently, 
they are moving ahead with a number of 
large prestige projects, the economic 
viability of which is still very much open for 
debate. 

For the third time in seven years now, a 
Voltaique government mininster has 
announced the imminent start of work on 
the railway link which will open up the 
manganese mine at Tambao. Both times in 
the past, the project was quietly dropped, 
and there is little doubt that its economic 
viability has not improved. 

After a series of meetings at the Voltai- 
que Embassy in Paris, sufficient bilateral 
aid now seems to have been secured for the 
hydro-electric dam at Kompiemga to be 
built, near the border with Togo. The dam 
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has been described as ‘‘economically mar- 
ginal”, and it seems that finance has yet to 
be secured to route the electricity the three 
hundred or so kilometres back to the 
Capital city. 

The goldmine at Pourra is to be re- 
opened shortly with much publicity, while 
world gold prices near their lowest point 
for some time. It has been clearly shown in 
the past that the mine is only viable when 
world gold prices are high. 

The first nationally published criticism et 
the Military Committee appeared recently 
in the Voltaique daily newspaper LObser- 
vateur. In a series of articles on’ the 

“redressement”’, the ex-Voltaique Ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, Frédéric 
Guirma, wrote of the voices coming from 
the international community: “Saye Zerbo 
et son CMPRN se “‘Sangoulisent dans la 
Lamizanaise™ ... On ne voit rien venir 

. Le Redressement? C'est foutu!” He 
concluded that nothing was seen to be 
happening so far because the commissions 
of enquiry set up after the coup had not yet 
finished their work. Comparing the Presi- 
dent to a célestial Buddha in his inscruta- 
bility, Guirma claimed that the Military did 
not want to punish anybody until con- 
vinced of their guilt. Meantime the old 
rulers of the country remain imprisoned 
without trial. 

In West Africa of May 18, 1981, we 
wrote that the series of restrictive measures 
taken by the Military Committee needed to 
be counterbalanced with a positive prog- 
ramme aimed at improving the country’s 
dire economic situation. However, this 
series of questionable decisions seems in- 
stead to reflect the need the Military feel to 
act fast and to be seen with several 
concrete achievements tucked under their 
belt. it may also relate back to the growing 
problems in several of the Ministries, 
apparently caused by the inexperienced 
but hopefully politically pure staff 
appointed by the Military Committee.

FRENCH AiID--Kinshasa, 18 Aug (AZAP)--The French ambassador to Zaire, Albert 
Thabault, on Tuesday morning delivered a "very long and very important" message 
from President Mitterrand to President Mobutu Sese Seko. At the end of the 
breakfast which he had with the president on this occasion, in the company of 
citizen Bomboliko Lokumba, vice first state commissioner and state commissioner 
for foreign affairs and international cooperation, the French diplomat told the 
press that relations between France and Zaire are developing normally and are 
expected to further strengthen within the framework of active cooperation estab- 
lished between the two countries. Agriculture, scientific research and trans- 
portation form the major axis of this cooperation. In the agricultural sector, 
France participates notably in the project to develop stockbreeding in the Buta 
District and the projects aimed at increasing sugar production. It also partici- 
pates in the program for developing the Kinshasa Green Belt. Studies on expanding 
cooperation in the agricultural field are being carried out in Shaba. France also 
participates in the implementation of two other major projects: One is on the 
establishment of an institute of biomedical research in Kinshasa (in the construc- 
tion stage) and the other is in the form of technical assistance to the Department 
of Transport for the rational management of the country's major airports. The 
French ambassador added that since Zaire is one of the most important African 
countries with which France has cultural relations, it will get an important part 
of the increase in aid to the Third World announced by the French president in

60,000 hectare Munkumpu 
farm was still without commit- 
ment from any country or 
agency. 

Only a contract has been 
signed with Yugoslavia for the 
Mtirizi farm and an interest 
has been expressed bv a big 
tobacco producing company 
of Malawi in Ntambo farm in 
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been signed with Bulgaria for 
Lusaka West State farm which 
is 21,277 hectares. 

Terms of reference for feasi- 
bility studies on the 20,000 
hectare Luwingu State farm in 
the Northern Province have 
been prepared and discussions 
are progressing for Mpika 
State farm. 

The commission is yet to 
secure foreign assistance for. 
the 23,000-hectare Shivuma 
State farm in the North- 
Western Province while a 
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feasibility study by the Japa- 
nese has been carried out on 
the 18,000-hectare Solwezi 
State farm. 

A pre-feasibility study is yet 
to be done on the Gwembe 
farm while a contract has been 
signed with the Soviet and 
Czechoslovak governments for 
the Masasabi farm in Southern 
Province. 

The Romanians have shown 
interest in Kalumwange State 
farm in the Western Province 
and no pre-feasibility study has 
been made on Luazamba farm 
in the same area.

MENTAL ILLNESS STATISTICS--Four out of every 100 people in Zambia are insane, 
Minister of State for Health Mr John Mwondela said in Parliament yesterday. Mr 
Mwondela said this ratio had been constant since 1973 and there were no indications 
the ratio would rise or drop. Mr Mwondela said this in reply to MP for Kanyama 

Mr Fleefort Chirwa who wanted to know whether mental illness was on the increase 

or on the decline. The minister said 90,622 people were treated as out-patients 

in mental hospitals between 1973 and 1979. During the same period, 427 people 
were admitted to mental hospitals. The minister indentified alcoholism, dagga 
smoking and mental worry because of unemployment as the main causes of mental ill- 
ness.

SEED MAIZE, FERTILIZER WASTE--Seed maize and fertiliser worth more than K500,000 
have gone to waste for unspecified reasons at the former Namboard depot in Choma, 
Southern Province permanent secretary Mr Ian Sikazwe learnt yesterday. There was 
no immediate explanation from the Southern Province Cooperative Marketing Union 
(SPCMU) which has taken over the depot. Mr Sikazwe, who is touring the area, was 
told that 32,791 bags of fertiliser and 444 pockets of seed maize had been destroy- 
ed. An SPCMU spokesman said a team of Namboard officials were expected to arrive 
from Lusaka yesterday to determine the cost of the wastage after the union sug- 
gested the commodities be sold at a cheaper price to recover some of the money. 

Mr Sikazwe declined to comment on the matter in the absence of Namboard representa- 
tives. He said he would demand an explanation at a later meeting. The collection 
of maize from farmers on the Copperbelt is going on well, Copperbelt Cooperative 
Marketing Union general manager Mr Dominic Mutale said in Luanshya yesterday.
